Fred O. 
M ilitzer, 
who suddenly 
passed away in his store in the 
Best building th at afternoon. 
Mr. M ilitzer had been practical­ 
ly a sick man the last few weeks, 
his fam ily and intim ate 
friends 
realizing th at he was 
fa r from 
well. 
He did keep to his home a 
g reat deal and had only gone down 
town to keep an appointm ent made 
the previous day with 
a business 
acquaintance. When he did not re­ 
turn home in tim e for supper, Mrs. 
M ilitzer phoned to Chas. Pavel, a 
business associate, who on enter­ 
ing the store found 
his lifeless 
body. 
If ever a man gave his life for 
his community, Mr. M ilitzer was 
th at man. 
The greater part of his 
ill health can be attributed to his 
work and subsequent w orry over 
the equalization and reduction of 
taxes and the court battle opposing 
the confirmation of the big sewer. 
He not only gave weeks and months 
of his time to these two things, but 
spent considerable of his own funds 
in an effort to reduce the excessive 
assessm ents levied against W heel­ 
ing township real estate and the 
court battle over the big sewer. 
W ith the reassessm ent 
of real 
estate two years ago, he became a 
member of 
a citizens 
committee 
formed to protect the interests of 
the property owners. He gave prac­ 
tically his entire time to this work 
and thru his efforts a great many 
reductions were secured. 
When the big sewer controversy 
arose, he again took up the cause of 
the property owners and organized 
the opposing forces th at sought to 
force the return or saving of ap­ 
proxim ately $200,000 to the prop­ 
erty owners. 
Mr. M ilitzer has served as a vil­ 
lage officer and spread the assess­ 
m ent rolls of the big sewer and 
other public 
improvements.

tual water used. 
After this connection was made,

Should this contract, for any un­ 
foreseen reason whatsoever prove 
unsatisfactory, before the village is 
in a position financially, to drill a 
deep well, the village supply may 
be augmented by drilling the. pres­ 
ent well at the water towejt to a 
depth of from 400 to 450 feel into 
the Galena sands.
